Nation asked if the Republican party woro 
opposed to law, Had cited tbo fact that out 
of eight acts of Congress pronounced un- 
constitutional by the Supremo Court, six 
have been passed by Republican Congresses 
since 1801. 
The probability is that Repub- 


licans are no more disposed to override the 
supremo law than are Dem»crals when it 
suits their purposes. But there Ii a popular 
disrespect for thejudiciary, and one lhat is 
on Ihe increase, like ihe popular disrespect 
for the clergy and all other conservative 
agencies. This disrespect at first manifest: 
iiself by ridiculing any pseuliarity ot dross 
er manner iu tho parties, and then proceeds 
to curtail Iheir privileges and powers, nnd 
even resorts lo indirect intimidation. One 
of Iho moat disgraceful acts ever perpetralcd 
by a legislalive body was Ihe addition of 
two new judges to the Supreme Court .in 
order to secure a reversal of tho legal tender 
decision". Tho worst of it all being that 
one of Iho judges appointed had a personal 
interest iu reversing the decision.

elected by the people of Illinois last Mon- 
day, and nearly every ejection turned on 
the candidates view of tbo war between the 
farmers and the railroads. 
Can it be ex- 


pected that the candidates would boldly 
declare their adhesion to the party that had 
the fewer votes? It must bo remembered 
that a legislator and ajudj« are quite dif- 
ferent. 
The former makes laws, aud Bay 


The 
latter explains the laws, and he can have 
only one opinion ou each law. The former 
may justly enough, yield his own views tc 
those of his constituents; the latter sliouli 
yield his opinion to no one.
